GEORGIA MOONSHINERS. 


A Graphic Picture of a Peculiar 
Type of Humanity. 


Mr. Editor, did you ever visit one of those 
humble little homes in Northeast Georgia 
that nestle at the foot of some spur of the 
Blue Ridge? asks a correspondent of the 
Athens (Ga.) Banner. 

I do not refer to one of the prosperous 
farm-houses you often see on the roadside, 
where summer tourists are wont to spend 
the day or night; but I mean for you to 
leave the public highway, and Yollowing one 
of those trails that lead directly over a 
mountain ridge and carry you to a little 
settlement that seems entirely cut off from 
the outside world. 

During my recent trip through White 
County I had occasion to spend the night at 
one of these rude homes, ana will endeavor, 
for the entertainment of the readers, to 
draw a pen portrait of it. Ido notin my 
description refer to one.of the wretched 
little huts of one room, where hunger and 
misery guard the door, but to the abode of 
@ mountaineer of average means and thrift. 

The house stands in a clearing of some 
ten or fifteen or twenty acres, comprising a 
narrow strip of bottom land on the banks of 
a little stream or branch, while the rest of 
the cultivated ground gently slopes upon 
the mountain side. The house 1s built of 
logs, the cracks either stopped with mortar 
made of clay or by split boards nailed over 
them. There are generally two rooms in 
the house, and the oneI am about to de- 
scribe had a rude porchin front, used as a 
storage place for agricultural implements, 
as also a saddle and bridle. A winding 
path of about fifty yards carries you toa 
cold spring, from which the family bring 
their water for domestic purposes. 

You summon the lord of this manor at the 
gate by aloud *halloa.” He is generally 
found in the house or around the premises 
attending to some minor duties. The 
stranger is kindly received and seldom re- 
fused shelter and entertainment. Shortly 
after 1 had dismounted and scen my horse 
attended to, two pale, sickly-looking women 
came to the gate, each driving a little bull 
calf attached to a plow. They seemed 
thoroughly wearied out, and touched my 
sympathy. They were dressed in cloth spun 
and woven by their own hands. Their heads 
were protected by old-fashioned sun-bon- 
nets, and theirshoes badiy worn. Pretty 
soon they were joined by a young mount 
aineer, appparently about twenty-five years 
old, with an axe on his shoulder. He was 
six feet tall, a remarkably handsome man, 
and proved to be the husband of one of the 
women, while the older was his mother. In- 
troductions among this class are unknown, 
and if you wish to know a man or woman's. 
name, you are at perfect liberty to gratify 
your curiosity by asking them the question. 

I was as kindly received and treated as 
hospitably as their means allowed. 

On entering the door of the house I found 
myself stunned for an instant by receiving 
a severe blow upon the forehead. I then 
discovered—what I afterwards found to be 
a custom among mountaineers—that in cut- 
ting the door, at least one more log should 
have been taken out, and unless you hum- 
bly bow your head you are reminded of the 
incivility by a bump onthe forehead. _ 

In spite of the fact that the mountaius 
abound in wood, you very seldom find a 
good fire. The wood don’t burn as readily ° 
as the growth of middle Georgia, and whén 
hauled up. it is left exposed to the rain 
until ready for use. There is a scarcity of 
chuirs in most of all the mountain houses, 
there generally being only enough for the.. 
adult members of the family. The visitor, 
‘however, is given the most comfortable 
seat, while the family find accommodation 
on the Weds‘and boxes in the room. <The 
wealth. of the mountaineer seems to rest 
in bed-guilts, and you see these coverings 
piled up in the corner of the room as high | 
as your head. When these people have 
superfiuous money, instead of investing it 
in stocks or bonds, they goto the nearest 
store and calico with which to 
make more quilts. Whencone of the girls 
marries, this is her principal dowry. You 
find the room filled with beds, and they 
are stuck everywhere it is possible to place 


} one. ‘Their literature is of the crudest 


kind, consisting of several almanacs, dat- 
ing back a number of years, and perhaps.

children,who are engaged in sopping out 
the frying-pan, get into a fight in which the 
head of the house and the old lady are pretty 
apt to take a hand before peace is re- 
stored.

pose. Perhaps there are several females in 
the room, and you of course wait for them 
to retire before disrobing fdr the night. 
You will, however, find yourself disap- 
pointed. No more attention is paid to your 
presence by these women than were you a 
log of wood, and they will keep their seats 
by the fire, smoking and dipping snuff. 


+ When ‘you have retired, they wil! go to sleep 


in another bed in the same room, and per- 
haps not removed ‘two feet from the one 
you occupy. Even when there are two 
rooms to a house, ali the beds will fre- 
quently be placed in one apartment, to 
be oceupied by the entire family and their 


guests.

ters not what was your fare or accommoda- 
tions—twenty-five cents for each meal, bed 


-and horse feed. 


The mountaineer cares very little about 
what the outside world’is doing, and you 
may tell one a piece of news six months 
oid and it will be fresh to him. They are 
generally very illiterate, few being able to 
write their names, and their queer manner 


of speech mystifies and amuses an educated | 


person. 

As I stated, however, these people are 
hospitable and kind. Some of the best sol- 
diers in the Confederate grmy were selected 
from among these mountaineers, and if they 
were taught habits of industry and thrift 
and properly educated, would make a su- 
perior class of citizens, 

Of course, in this description I refer only 
to the rudest class of inhabitants of our 
mountain counties—the typical moonshiner. 
It is, indeed, an interesting and instructive 


study to visit the homes of these people and | 


see how they live. | 


EQUINES IN LOVE. 


Strange Story of the Four-Legged Romeo 
and Juliet of the Plains. ' 

Those who have never visited a Wyoming 
cow or horse ranch, especially during the 
winter months, when the boys are “laying 
around” waiting for the spring “round-up,” 
and listered to their many stories of hu- 
morous, but fhore often exciting experience 
on the range, couched in a vocabulary peeu- 
liar to themsélves, many words of which 
would be unintelligible to a stranger in the 
country, can have but littie idea of the vol- 
umes of unwritten history and romance 
these little dirt-roofed log cabins contain. 

After supper we lit our pipes and sat 
around a pleasant wood fire, while without 
the wind howled and moaned drearily, blow- 
ing the snow into the gulches and drifting 
itinto great banks on the east and north 
sides of the surrounding mountains, where, 
in sheltered places, it would still be found 
far into July. 

On this night, of course, the only thing 
talked of was wild horses, says a corre- 
spondent of the St. Louis Globe-Democrat.” 
Kynairson told us of the run he and Pite 
Stoner and Carmody had given them in Jan- 
uary, 1855, when they ran them, by taking 
three ‘‘stations,’’ for over one hundred and 
sixty miles, and got them in the pasture 
just atdark. Carmody having headed and 
turned them only after they had run them 
eighty miles, brought them back and they 
“picked them up,’’ and succeeded in getting 
them into the pasture. 

The next morning they took fresh horses 
and.corralled and caught four of the twelve. 
The others jumped the corral and got 


away. Outof tnese four they only saved 
one, a three-year-old stud that is now down 
on Sweetwater. A. four-year-old baby filly 
got away the third day after the cap 
ture, and the other two, a team of matcl 
iron-grays—one a mareand the other a stu 
—came toa strange and one might say : 
romantic end. It was noticed by those whc 
had seen the band running wild that these 
two iromPrays always remained together, 
and, as the boys put it, were “‘mashed”’ 
on each other. 

These two horses were tied up separately 
and fed hay and had water carried to them, 
but they refused to eat or drink and kept 
calling and answering each other. Yet 
when they were put together they appeared 
contented and ate and drank freely. After 
a few days the boys decided to break them, 
and named the stud *‘Romeo’’ and the 
other “Juliet,” from their attachment to 
each other. To break a horse, however, 
that from its incancy until it has reached 
the age of five or six years has run wild 
and free, seeing man only as an enemy, is 
no easy task. Romeo fought hard, and in 


“his struggles reared up, fell back, and ‘his 


head hitting the hard, frozen ground, he 
was killed. That ended the horse-breaking 
for that day, but all forenoon and night 
the mare whinnied and called piteously for 
her mate, refused to eat or drink, and ap- 
parently could not be consoled. She kept 
this up for three days. They put other 
horses with her and did every thing to 
make her ‘come to her oats,’’ as they 
called it, but she would’*not be comforted, 
and on the morning of the fourth day they 
found her dead.

The first document published 
under the authority of a Secretary 
of Agriculture is Experiment Sta- 
tion Bulletin No 1 of the newly es- 
tablished Office of Experiment 
Stations of the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture. This pamphlet 
contains a large amount of inform- 
ation regarding tlie history and 
prospects-of the agricultural ex- 
periment stations, which are new 
conducting scientific and practical 
experiments on soils, tillage, ma- 
nures crops, stock-feeding, dairy- 
ing, horticulture, etc., in the differ- 
ent States. All the States and one 
Territory, Dakota, now have agri- 
cultural experiment stations. Sev- 
eral States have two; Louisiana 
hasthree. The total number now 
in operation is forty-six, or, count- 
ing branch stations, nearly sixty, 
They employ more than three hun- 
dred and seventy scientists and ag- 
riculturists, and receive this year 
$595,000 from the national Gov- 
ernment, and about $125,000 from 
the States and ether sources. This 
is one of the most important of 
the Government scientific enter- 
prises, and, altheugh so young, is 
the largest of the sort yet under- 


taken by any nation.

SODA AS FUEL. 


How it is Utilized te Suns 
Locomotives. 

At the Baldwin Locomotive Works, 
Philadelphia, there are in course of 
construction four locomotives which 
are designed to run by soda, which 
takes the place of fire under the boiler. 
The engines are now nearly finished, 
and will be shipped within two weeks 
to Minneapolis, Minn., and are to run 
on the streets of that city, where steam 
engines are forbidden. The engine is 


about 16 feet long, entirely boxed in, 
with no visible smokestack or pipes, 
as there is no exhaust or refuse. The 
boiler is of copper, 84%¢ incl.es in 
diameter and 15 feet long, having tubes 
running through it as in steam boilers. 
Inside the boiler will be placed five 
tons of soda, which upon being damp- 
ened by a jet of steam, produces an 
intense heat. In about ix hours the 
soda ‘is thoroughly saturated, when the 
action ceases. A stream ‘of super- 
heated steam from a stationary boiler 
is then forced througli the soda, which 
drives out the moisture, and the soda 
is ready for use again. The exhaust 
steam from the cylinders is used to 
saturate the soda, and by this means 
all refuse is used. These engines are 
the’first of their kind that have been 
built in this country. They will have 
the sume power as those used on the 
New York elevated roads. Soda en- 
gines are used in Berlin and other 
European cities very successfully, and 


‘they also traverse the St. Gothard tun- 


nel, under the Alps, where the steam 
engines cannot be used, because the 
tunnél cannot be ventilated so as to 
carry off the noxious gases generated 
by a locomotive.

“You are the first girl of my own age 
outside of this island that I have ever seen,”’ 
she said.

EFFECTS OF ABSINTHE. 


A Drink That Kills Its Victims in a Com- 
paratively Short Time. 

Those authorities, writes a New York 
correspondent, who have had occasion to 
look into the subject because of the recent 
cases brougbt to their attention say that 
from the fatal effects produced by the oil of 
wormwood it is certain that absinthe is cap- 
able of producing immediate fatal convul- 
sions where ordinary spirituous drinks con- 
taining a similar amount of alcohol might 
be taken with perfect impunity. Worm. 
wood is a perennial plant, with branching 
round and furrowed stems, which rise two 
or three feet high. The lower portion of 
the stem lives several years. The plant 
may be found growing on the roadsides, 
and is known to school-boys as ‘‘old man.’’ 
It has adisagreeable odor. By distillation 
it yields a volatile oil. The dried herb is 
much stronger. Among the ancients it was 
used for medical purposes. Several doctors 
used to ribe it here for complaints at- 
‘tended with debilitated conditions of the 
digestive organs. Since the introduction of 
Peruvian bark its use as a midicine has 
been almost entirely discarded. A half- 
ounce taken hy a man in perfect health pro- 
duced immediate insensibility. Stimulants 
and détitlcents are usually prescribed for 
cases of this kind. 

Hundreds of men have begun to drink 
absinthe in the morning after a night of dis- 
sipation in order that they may be able to 
attend to business with steady nerves. Ab- 
sinthe frappe is getting to be almost as 
popular as cocktails. But ask any bartender 
im the city, and if he has a spark of.honesty 
in his composition he will warn you against 
beginning the practice. It may settle the 
stomach and steady the nerves for the time 
being, but no sooner is it down than the ac- 


tion of the heart is disturbed. After drink- |. 


ing abisinthe in the morning one feels the 
want of it at noon, and by night will crave 
for something to quell the terrible racket in 
the head.. The most horrible kind of mental 
depression follows, and it is while in this 
state that suicide suggests itself to the suf- 
ferer. While under the influence of the 
drink a sense of extraordinayy mental ac- 
tivity is experienced. The exhilarating ef- 
fect is pleasant, but ithardly pays for the 
reaction. :
